"Students at KU and K-State 
are very concerned about the size 
of the budget cuts being proposed 
for our schools, particularly by the 
Senate. Double-digit budget cuts 
will have an immediate negative 
impact on our education. We'll 
have larger class sizes, fewer cours- 
es available, and very likely high- 
er tuition, making it increasing- 
ly difficult for students to graduate 
on time. Double-digit budget cuts 
would end up making us pay more 
for a lower-quality education. That 
increases the likelihood that stu- 
dents will leave Kansas to attend 
college, worsening the state's brain 
drain. 

"We understand the need for 
reasonable cuts, and are prepared 
to implement the proposed 7 per- 
cent decrease to higher education, 
but KU and K-State are public uni- 
versities and the state has a respon- 
sibility to uphold its commitment 
to education and not further in- 
crease the burden on our students 
and families.

Uncertainty surrounds size of final budget cuts

Despite the recent passage of a 
bill through the Kansas legislature 
limiting further higher education cuts, 
the waiting game continues for higher 
education administrators. 

Prior to the deal reached by the 
conference committee, several plans 
for higher education cuts to state 
general funding had been proposed. 
Gov. Kathleen Sebelius advocated 
a 7-percent cut, while the Senate 
originally passed a 13-percent cut and 
the House had passed a 9-percent 
cut. 

According to the conference com- 
mittee's budget overview, the propos- 
als for the fiscal year 2010 budget in- 
cluded a $10.2 million - or 1.25-per- 
cent - increase in higher education 
funding, including federal stimulus 
dollars. Federal stimulus dollars have 
been earmarked for deferred mainte- 
nance projects. 

Without federal stimulus funding, 
the Board of Regents' fiscal year 2010 
budget amount is a decrease of $20.2 
million, or 2.5 percent. 

"In the environment that exists 



right now, it's about as good as we can 
expect," said Bruce Shubert, K-State 
vice president for administration and 
finance. 

The budget process is far from 
over, though. 

Both houses of the legislature will 
reconvene April 29 for the "veto ses- 
sion," said Sue Peterson, K-State gov- 
ernmental relations director. 

The Consensus Revenue Esti- 
mating team will convene April 17 
and examine year-to-date receipts for 
2009 and what the projections are for 
2010. Based on the team's recommen- 
dations, further cuts might have to be 
made. 

Peterson said K-State has been 
planning since last July for a 7-percent 
decrease in its 2009-10 budget. 

"If that number goes higher, if 7 
percent becomes whatever, we have 
to go back to the drawing board on 
planning, because there are prelimi- 
nary plans at the levels, but nothing is 
concrete yet," she said. 

In addition to those cuts, each 
of the six Board of Regents universi- 
ties, classified as state agencies, will 
also face additional costs in the form 
of employee fringe benefits, classified 



pay-plan adjustments, promotions 
and utilities. 

"We cannot finalize any plans at 
this point and time," Shubert said. 

The uncertainty regarding the fi- 
nal budget cut amounts has led to sev- 
eral plans of action to reach the nec- 
essary numbers. 

"The campus has been dealing 
with planning for the 7-percent re- 
duction target for several months," 
Shubert said. "Many areas in adminis- 
tration and finance and the provost's 
area, for example, have been asked to 
come up with 10-percent state gener- 
al fund reductions." 

Each college is developing its own 
plan to achieve the 7-percent cut, but 
Shubert said students should not ex- 
pect to see big changes. 

"We're going to try our best to 
maintain our core services," he said. 
"I think there could be some bigger 
sections, there could be a few less sec- 
tions offered. It might be more diffi- 
cult for students to get enrolled in 
sections. That would probably be the 
most visible impact that I could see at 
this point and time."

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K-State Proud campaign raises $1 12,000

The K-State Proud 
campaign exceeded its goal 
this year by raising about 
$112,000 - money that 
will now go to finance the 
K-State Hero and K-State 
Proud awards. 

Ryan Wilkerson, KSU 
Student Foundation secre- 
tary, said the original aim 
of the K-State Proud stu- 
dent campaign was to raise 
$100,000. Foundation rep- 
resentatives announced 
at the Feb. 14 men's bas- 
ketball game that about 
$105,000 had been contrib- 



uted. Only two days later, 
it was announced that the 
total was $107,000, and in 
the last two months, the 
total has come to roughly 
$112,000, said Wilkerson, 
junior in accounting and fi- 
nance. 

"This is an awesome 
amount, as we well sur- 
passed our goal of $ 1 00,000, 
thanks to the generous sup- 
port of K-State students," 
he said. 

The campaign re- 
ceived its money from do- 
nations made by the Man- 
hattan community and in- 
dividual students. Students 
who donated a minimum 



of $10 received a free 2009 
white K-State Proud T-shirt 
to be worn for the "Bliz- 
zard in Bramlage" basket- 
ball game. 

Money from the 
campaign was allocated 
to two sets of awards: the 
K-State Hero Award and 
the K-State Proud Award. 

The Hero award is a 
scholarship of $500 and is 
given to five students who 
have shown an "extraordi- 
nary commitment" to the 
K-State community, said 
Madison Loeb, senior in 
political science and chair- 
man of the Student Oppor- 
tunity Awards Allocations 



Committee. 

"A K-State hero is 
someone who is well- 
rounded and has made 
unique contributions to the 
community, and who also 
may not be otherwise rec- 
ognized," she said. 

Students nominate 
other students for these 
awards in an online appli- 
cation where they are asked 
to give general information 
about the nominee and an 
explanation as to why he or 
she is a K-State hero. Ap- 
plications for the K-State 
Hero Award are due Satur- 
day. 

The K-State Proud 



Award is a scholarship giv- 
en to students in need of 
financial assistance and 
is based upon each appli- 
cant's individual circum- 
stances. 

"It's to help keep stu- 
dents in school," said Ka- 
tie Niederee, senior in life 
sciences and K-State Proud 
campaign co-chair for the 
2008-09 year. 

"Students can receive 
$250 for books for a semes- 
ter if that's what they need 
or more," she said. "There 
isn't a set [award] amount." 

For the K-State Proud 
Award, students can nomi- 
nate themselves or be nom- 



inated by someone else. 
Applications are received 
and reviewed on a continu- 
ous basis and are submitted 
online. 

Loeb also said the 
K-State Proud campaign is 
year-long. 

"We want to help stu- 
dents, and K-State Proud 
donations create a lot of 
resources for [them]," she 
said.

Ticketmaster s hidden monopoly unbearable, unfair to concert goers

As the clock flashed 10 a.m., I re- 
freshed my computer and a link to 
purchase my tickets appeared. After 
months of waiting for tickets for the 
Dave Matthews Band summer tour to 
go on sale, the day had finally arrived. 

In less than a minute, I was at the 
screen to select seating and requested 
two seats as close to the stage as pos- 
sible. But I didn't like the location, so 
I changed my request to an upper lev- 
el that had great views and was $20 
cheaper per ticket. 

A message popped up on the 



screen announcing there were no tick- 
ets available for my request. I request- 
ed stadium seating again and the seats 
were much better than any previous of- 
fer, so I purchased them immediately. 

Then the inflation began. As if $65 
per ticket wasn't expensive enough, I 
then stared at a convenience charge of 
$11.60 per ticket. Then, as I checked 
out, I was hit with a processing fee of 
$5.35. 

The delivery charges on top of ev- 
erything else left me selecting standard 
mail since it was the only free option. 
After years of being forced to purchase 
tickets from the corrupt monster that 
is Ticketmaster, I decided to look into 
how such charges are legal. 

Ticketmaster, working in conjunc- 
tion with a company it owns named 
TicketsNow, is selling tickets to the oth- 
er companies before consumers can get 
them. Then TicketsNow offers the tick- 
ets to the public at an incredible mark- 
up. To add insult to injury, Ticketmaster 
is bold enough to offer a link to Tick- 
etsNow when the screen says certain 



tickets aren't available. 

Ticketmaster claims this is to pro- 
vide customers with alternative options 
to get the seats they want, but since it 
owns both sites and is self-determining 
the price of each ticket, it seems to be 
an act of evil financial genius. 

In February, U.S. Rep. Bill Pascrell 
Jr., D-N.J., requested that the Federal 
Trade Commission and the Department 
of Justice, Antitrust Division investigate 
the relationship between Ticketmaster 
and its subsidiary company, 
TicketsNow. 

Why do I bother purchasing tickets 
through Ticketmaster, since it sees fit to 
charge such outstanding fees and since 
its agenda seems to be solely based on 
financial gain and not on offering a ser- 
vice to the public? The answer, sad- 
ly, is very simple - there is no other op- 
tion. This monopolistic approach to 
ticket sales is unethical and should be 
banned. 

Ticketmaster has gained a monop- 
oly by getting venues and promoters 
to sign multi-year agreements that em- 



power Ticketmaster to act as their ex- 
clusive vendor. In exchange, Ticket- 
master offers them financial benefits 
- sometimes even several million dol- 
lars worth of financial benefits. Accord- 
ing to TheConsumerist.com, Ticket- 
master has more than 9,000 exclusive 
agreements, making it the gatekeep- 
er to 90 percent of the nation's arenas 
and amphitheaters, 70 percent of clubs 
and small theaters and most basketball, 
hockey and football games. 

With such control over the pub- 
lic's purchasing power, why is there no 
oversight ensuring the public is not tak- 
en advantage of?

Sebelius confirmation delay could prove costly for health care

Health and Human Services Secretary nominee 
Kathleen Sebelius will have to wait at least two more 
weeks to be confirmed as HHS secretary. 

She faced a round of questioning before the Senate 
Finance Committee on Thursday, but the committee did 
not vote on her approval before the Senate left for a two- 
week Easter vacation. 

Though the Easter vacation happens every year, it 
is unacceptable that Congress did not schedule Sebelius' 
confirmation before last week so it could approve her 
early and allow her to solve some of the issues facing the 



health care system. Sebelius was nominated on March 2, 
but her first official hearing did not happen for a month. 

The Kansas governor is the only Cabinet nominee 
by President Barack Obama not to be approved by Con- 
gress, and she is arguably one of the most important 
nominees. 

Here's why: According to a report from the UC- 
Berkeley Center for Labor Research and Education, due 
to increased unemployment during the economic reces- 
sion, the number of uninsured working-age adults has in- 
creased by 3.7 million people nationally. The report also 
states that if no changes are made to the current health 
care system, by the end of 2012 the number of uninsured 
will grow by 4.2 million more than pre-recession num- 
bers. 

"The current economic crisis has made the health 
care crisis much worse, but what's even more disconcert- 
ing is that even if the economy fully recovers, the cover- 
age rates for working-age adults will not return to pre-re- 
cession levels, and the numbers of people without insur- 
ance will continue to grow," said Ken Jacobs, the report's 
primary author. 

The current health care system is too expensive for 
too many Americans. It needs an overhaul, but the per- 



son responsible for accomplishing that task has not even 
been approved by Congress several months after Obama 
took office. 

Universal health care might not be the best option, 
especially during this time of economic strife and billion- 
dollar bailouts, but a somewhat viable move to reduce 
health costs has to be better than what it is now. 

On Thursday, the Senate's questions mainly centered 
around Sebelius' stance on universal health care. While 
Sebelius did not make a specific endorsement of any ex- 
isting plan, she did say she agreed with the president's 
idea of making healthcare affordable for all U.S. citizens. 

Whether you like Sebelius or not, the health care 
system needs to change so more people can be covered 
by insurance and not have to crowd the emergency room 
for health needs or just let the problem fester. As the 
UC-Berkeley report suggests, it is imperative to make a 
concerted effort to quell health insurance costs, and we 
should give Sebelius as much time as possible to do so.

Freethought group provides social network for non-Christian students

As K-State students walk to class, 
they step on both Biblical verses and 
non-religious claims chalked on the 
sidewalk. 

On a campus where Christians 
seem to be in the majority, it's the state- 
ments questioning religion that receive 
the most scorn and disdain. 

Individuals for Freethought was 
originally created more than four years 
ago on the K-State campus, but Jessica 
Ice, senior in anthropology, restarted the 
group last November. 

"People think we are the ones with 
something to prove, but we have noth- 



ing to claim," Ice said. "I was looking for 
an atheist organization, and this one had 
kind of disappeared, so I brought it back 
to life." 

Though the organization is rebuild- 
ing, students have found refuge in the 
ideals of the Freethought group. Ice said 
there are more than 25 members who 
come to every meeting. 

"Freethought offers a place for non- 
religious individuals, such as free-think- 
ers, agnostics and non-theists. Our prin- 
ciples are based on science, philosophy 
and logic," Ice said. "Members don't have 
to be afraid to say 'I don't believe.'" 

Ice said Individuals for Freethought 
encourages students to ask questions 
and gives them the opportunity to meet 



others with the same ideals. 

"It is comforting to know the belief 
in asking questions is a lot wider, and 
more people believe what I believe," said 
Donavan Grady, sophomore in informa- 
tion systems and Freethought member. 
"I have learned a lot." 

Some Freethought members said 
they are discouraged by the common 
misconceptions associated with their be- 
liefs and want to be accepted by other 
students. 

"All of us have good morals, but 
many think atheists have none, because 
all morals exist within God," Grady 
said. 

Besides attending weekly meetings, 
members of Freethought participate in 



many different events throughout the 
year, including Relay for Life, potluck 
dinners and social gatherings. 

"We recently just had a very suc- 
cessful spaghetti dinner fundraiser, and 
we are bringing a keynote speaker to 
campus on April 27," Ice said. 

In a traditionally Christian com- 
munity, Freethought members said they 
want others to accept their differences 
and take notice of changing demograph- 
ics. 

"Sixteen percent of the [U.S.] popu- 
lation is nonreligious," said Jessica Cup- 
py, senior in business administration. 
"Our goal is acceptance, since we are 
[Christians'] classmates, teammates and 
friends. We are people too."

"Adventureland," a sometimes humorous, rather en- 
dearing coming-of-age story, will ring true with audiences. 
The nerdy romantic with a comparative literature de- 



gree, James Brennan (Jesse Eisenberg) has a change of sum- 
mer plans when his parents can't pay for his backpacking 
trip across Europe. Instead of enjoying his graduation pres- 
ent, James works all summer at an amusement park to help 
pay for graduate school at Columbia. Talk about a letdown. 

There's no doubt about it: James has the worst job, 
working games on the midway. The seemingly boring slack- 
er job is brought to life with the lovely commentary and 
charming performance by James' new best friend, Joel (Mar- 
tin Starr), a fellow games worker who gives James some ad- 
vice on his first day. 

Joel's colorful personality includes a penchant for 
smoking pipes and an harsh reality of working as a cab 
driver the rest of his life because of his Russian literature/ 
Slavic languages studies. I love Starr's character. His 
performance is right up there with Eisenberg's interpretation 



of James. The 1980s setup, complete with disco music and 
Farrah Fawcett hair, becomes an endless stream of pop 
culture references. It's a comedy, but it does more than just 
rely on crude humor.

For those still brave 
enough to call themselves 
Kansas City Chiefs fans, the 
last two seasons have been 
forgettable, to say the least. 

After a promising start to 
the Herm Edwards era - a 9-7 
finish in 2006 and a playoff 
berth - the train has come off 
the track at Arrowhead Stadi- 
um. 

Since the start of the 

2007 campaign, the Chiefs 
have gone a dismal 6-26 - the 
franchise's worst two-season 
span by a long shot. The 
seemingly endless number of 
embarrassing losses, as well as 
the death of longtime owner 
Lamar Hunt in December 
2006, left the organization 
and its fan base in total 
disarray. 

However, with the 2009 
NFL Drafta quickly approach- 
ing, the light at the end of the 
tunnel appears much clos- 
er for the once-powerful fran- 
chise. 

Carl Peterson, the team's 
general manager since 1989, 
stepped down following the 

2008 campaign. The Chiefs' 
front office, now under the 
leadership of Hunt's son, 
Clark, made one of its smart- 
est moves in years by replac- 
ing the oft-scrutinized Peter- 
son with Scott Pioli, a large 
contributor to Bill Belichick's 
success with the New England 
Patriots. 

The organization made 
another good decision by fir- 
ing Edwards, who led the 
team to just two wins in his fi- 
nal year. On Feb. 6, the Chiefs 
signed Todd Haley - former 
offensive coordinator of the 
Super Bowl runner-up Arizo- 
na Cardinals - to a four-year 
deal as head coach. 

Haley wasted little time 
assembling a staff. Once his 
assistants were all in place, 
the team began to do some- 
thing it hasn't done in recent 
memory - make significant ac- 
quisitions. The Chiefs traded a 
second-round draft pick to the 
Patriots for quarterback Matt 
Cassel and linebacker Mike 
Vrabel. This was a steal in my 
opinion, as it brought in prov- 
en veterans to fulfill two ma- 
jor needs at a minimal cost. 

Haley continued to fill 
voids with experienced talent, 
signing wide receiver Bob- 
by Engram, offensive lineman 
Mike Goff and linebacker 
Monty Beisel, a K-State prod- 
uct. These were all good addi- 
tions who should have an im- 
mediate impact on the pro- 
gram this season. 

With gaps now filled at 
quarterback and offensive 
line, as well as added depth 
in the receiving and lineback- 
ing corps, the Chiefs can shift 
their primary focus to the 
draft and how they'll spend 
the No. 3 overall pick. 

It's likely they will go af- 
ter a defensive lineman, as 
that position is still a pressing 
concern on the depth chart, 
but others speculate the team 
will continue to add depth at 
linebacker. 

Personally, I think the 
team's top priority should 
be improving its defensive 
line, and Texas' Brian Orak- 
po would fit in well opposite 
Chiefs defensive end Tamba 
Hali. 

Regardless of how the or- 
ganization chooses to use its 
first pick, it's obvious several 
steps have already been tak- 
en to bring the program back 
to respectability, and I expect 
those efforts won't go unno- 
ticed once the season begins. 

Don't expect a miracle 
playoff run in Kansas City, but 
don't expect another two-win 
season either. 

Unlike in the past, this 
year's offseason has given fans 
reason to be optimistic, and 
let's face it: There's nowhere 
to go but up.

Pullen leads teammates with hard work

Jacob Pullen is a guard from Chicago who is 
making his presence known on a Division I bas- 
ketball court and - many would argue - becom- 
ing the definition of a gamer. 

On the biggest of stages, Pullen plays his 
best. 

During the 2007-08 season against Oklaho- 
ma in his first Big 12 Conference game, Pullen 
had six assists and only one turnover, with none 
of his passes more important than the one to 
Michael Beasley for the game winner. 

He also played a big role in ending "The 
Streak." Without Pullen's 20 points, which in- 
cluded a perfect night at the free-throw line, KU 
might have defeated the Wildcats once again. 

But head coach Frank Martin said fans 
should not expect anything different from the 
player who wears number zero in honor of NBA 
star Gilbert Arenas, a player who garnered the 
nickname Agent Zero because of his game- 
winning heroics. 

Pullen grew up a fan of Lute Olson's Ari- 
zona squads because of their guards, including 
Arenas and other NBA guards like Mike Bibby, 
Jason Terry and Jason Gardner. 

Pullen is a combo guard, with Gardner's 
speed and Terry's shooting stroke. Martin com- 
pares him to a player a little closer to Pullen's 
home - Dee Brown, the former Illinois guard 
who led the Illini to the NCAA national cham- 
pionship game in 2005. 

"He can play the point, relies on speed and 
has the ability to shoot the basketball," Martin 
said. "Plus, [Pullen and Brown] are the same 
size." 

Martin talked about Pullen's ability to han- 
dle the responsibility of playing point guard ear- 
ly in his freshman year, adding that being next 
to Denis Clemente has aided Pullen in his devel- 
opment. 

"He is ahead of schedule of where we 
thought he'd be," Martin said. 

The coach's praise might come as a sur- 
prise to some fans, as Pullen and Martin's side- 
line conservations have become things of Inter- 
net lore. But Pullen said Martin is just hard on 
his point guards. 

Most students of basketball agree the point 
guard needs to be an extension of the coach on 
the floor, but Pullen does not have the fiery per- 
sonality Martin has. However, he and Martin do 
share a competitive passion and desire to never 
give up. 

Pullen said achieving consistency has been 
the biggest adjustment and struggle since high 
school. 

"Coming from Chicago, once you gain re- 
spect, people are scared to play you and they just 
give you 20 points," Pullen said. "In the Big 12, 
you have to prove yourself on a night basis." 

Luckily for Pullen, Dee Brown and Shan- 
non Brown (no relation) came back to Chica- 
go during the summer to help Pullen learn more 
tricks of the trade. 

Coming from a big city like Chicago, Pul- 
len said it was an adjustment coming to a small- 
er city like Manhattan, but said it allows him to 
focus on schoolwork. 

"In the city, there are too many ways to find 
trouble," Pullen said. 

After going home to Chicago to work out 
during the summer, Pullen will return to the 
K-State campus in August, looking to lead the 
Wildcats to postseason play for the third con- 
secutive year.

The K-State women's 
tennis team is riding a nine- 
game losing streak going into 
today's final road match of 
the season against the Kansas 
Jayhawks. 

The Wildcats (3-11, 0-7 
Big 12 Conference) have 
lost their last four outings by 
a combined score of 23-5. 
Though the Wildcats started 
this past weekend's matches 
with a loss, coach Steve Bi- 
etau said he wasn't happy 
losing, but did see some im- 
provement in doubles play. 

"I didn't like losing 6-1 to 
Texas Tech," Bietau said. "We 
played awfully well in dou- 
bles. We shifted our doubles 



teams around and got some 
very good results." 

During the match against 
the No. 63-ranked Red Raid- 
ers of Texas Tech (8-10, 3-4 
Big 12), the No. 1 doubles 
combination of Antea Huljev 
and Nina Sertic defeated the 
No. 54-ranked tandem from 
Tech. The Wildcats also won 
at the No. 2 position, secur- 
ing the doubles point for the 
first time in four matches. 

After the trip to Texas Tech, 
K-State ended the weekend 
road trip in Waco, Texas, as 
the Wildcats were shut out 
by the No. 4 Baylor Bears 
(15-4, 6-0 Big 12). With the 
Wildcats' match ending in yet 
another loss, Bietau said the 
Bears showed why they are 
the No. 4 team in the nation. 



"Baylor is as good as ad- 
vertised with their ranking," 
Bietau said. "They are a very 
talented tough team. Baylor 
was just too good." 

K-State has only four 
more chances to win a con- 
ference match before the Big 
12 Championships, but as 
the Wildcats play rival KU at 
3 p.m. in Lawrence, Bietau 
said he sees this match as just 
another opportunity for his 
team to compete. 

"It's four more times to 
go to the office," said Bietau, 
referring to the Wildcats' last 
matches of the Big 12 season. 
"I know the girls would love 
to win [against Kansas], but I 
don't think playing our rival 
has that much to do with the 
outcome." 



Wildcats take home title in Shocker Classic 



The K-State men's golf team re- 
bounded from a tough round Mon- 
day to come from behind and win 
the title of the Shocker Classic in 
Wichita. After carding a 24-over par 
308 at the 6,814-yard Wichita Coun- 
try Club, the Wildcats combined for 
a 3-under par 281 final round score. 
Their final round score was the only 
team score under par the entire tour- 
nament. 

"Boy, our guys played really well 
today," said head coach Tim Nor- 
ris. "I'm so glad they held it togeth- 
er yesterday because that was no easy 
round. We have a good, experienced 



team that has shown that they know 
how to win. The win was there for the 
taking and they sure did a great job." 

The Wildcats dominated the 
round Tuesday, finishing 13 strokes 
ahead of Big 12 foe Iowa State. The 
Cyclones started the day in first place 
and were able to hold off host team 
Wichita State for second place. The 
Shockers, who were led by tourna- 
ment individual champion Ty Sand- 
ers, rounded out the group with a 
third place finish. 

Junior Mitchell Gregson fin- 
ished in third place after carding a 
3 -over par 145. The third place finish 



is Gregson's fifth top-5 finish of the 
season. 

"Yesterday was a pretty nice 
round for him" said Norris on Greg- 
son's performance. "I told him to go 
out there today and stick to his de- 
cisions and he went out there and 
played beautiful as did the rest of the 
guys." 

Sophomore Daniel Wood had 
the best finish of his career as he tied 
for fifth place after posting a 5 -over 
par 147. 

After shooting an uncharac- 
teristic 9-over par 80 in Monday's 
round, senior Robert Streb rebound- 



ed strongly by firing a 2-under par 
69 and placed seventh for his eighth 
top- 10 finish of the season. Junior 
Joe Ida finished right behind Streb in 
eighth place after posting an 8-over 
par 150. 

Playing as an individual, junior 
Joe Kinney placed in a tie for 19th af- 
ter shooting a 15 -over par 157. The 
19th-place finish is Kinney's second 
top-20 performance of the season. 

Sophomore Ross Geubelle and 
junior Spencer Alefs both finished in 
a tie for 23rd place after carding 18- 
over par 160.

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Event features competition with international flair

For students looking for athletics with 
an exotic touch, the International Champi- 
onships are scheduled to take place April 13- 
19. 

Sponsored by the International Coor- 
dinating Council, this week-long event in- 
cludes competition in badminton, basket- 
ball, soccer, swimming, table tennis, tennis 
and volleyball. Though registered groups can 
include anyone from the Manhattan commu- 
nity, at least half the competitors on a team 
should be international. 

The games have attracted 115 competi- 
tors to sign up this year, said Sarinya Sung- 
katavat, graduate student in business admin- 
istration and president of the ICC.

"We 
can also see how other cultures approach 
sports." 

International Championships is good 
for students who want short-term involve- 
ment in an intramural activity, said Kathleen 
Witcher, events coordinator of international 
programs. 

"Some students may feel intimidated or 
not know how to get involved with athlet- 
ics," Witcher said. "This is a good opportuni- 
ty for short-term commitment." 

Steve Martini, director of Recreational 
Services, said Peters Recreation Complex is 
scheduled to be host to the majority of the 
events and provide officials for the games. 

"It's a great opportunity for internation- 
al students to compete," Martini said. 



Bleachers will be set up for most events 
to encourage spectators to watch. The cham- 
pionship and third-place matches for each 
sport are scheduled for April 19. 

Final events are all at different times 
so people can watch every championship 
match, Martini said. 

The opening ceremony is scheduled to 
take place at Memorial Stadium at noon Sat- 
urday. Ceremony plans include flag presen- 
tations and "goofy games," Landis said. 

To promote friendly competition, the 
coordinators have included tug of war, toi- 
let paper pass and a sling shot water balloon 
contest, Sungkatavat said. 

Though the deadline for competition 
registration has passed, students can still get 
involved by watching and cheering on teams. 
Witcher said this support gets to the heart 
of the games by promoting cooperation and 
teamwork. Participants also enjoy sharing 
their culture with others through the compe- 
tition, she said. 

"People take a lot of pride and honor in 
representing their countries," Witcher said.

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OBAMA IN BAGHDAD, TELLS TROOPS 
IRAQ MUST TAKE OVER 

BAGHDAD - Flying unannounced 
into a still-dangerous war zone, President 
Barack Obama told U.S. troops and Iraqi 
officials alike Tuesday it is time to phase 
out America's combat role in a conflict he 
opposed as a candidate and has vowed to 
end as commander in chief. 

With violence diminished but hard- 
ly disappearing - a car bomb killed eight 
Iraqis just hours before Obama's arriv- 
al - the president met with Prime Minis- 
ter Nouri al-Maliki and emphasized that 
"we strongly support" steps to unite polit- 
ical factions, including integrating minor- 
ity Sunnis into the government and secu- 
rity forces. 

Iraqis "need to take responsibility for 
their own country," Obama told hundreds 
of cheering soldiers gathered in an ornate, 
marble palace near Saddam Hussein's for- 
mer seat of power. 

"You have given Iraq the opportu- 
nity to stand on its own as a democratic 
country. That is an extraordinary achieve- 
ment," he told some 600 troops, saluting 
their efforts during six years of American 
fighting and losses. 

VERMONT LEGALIZES GAY MAR- 
RIAGE WITH VETO OVERRIDE 

MONTPELIER, Vt. - Vermont, the 
state that invented civil unions, on Tues- 
day became a pioneer once again as the 
first state to legalize gay marriage through 
a legislature's vote. 

The House barely achieved the votes 



necessary to override Gov. Jim Douglas' 
veto of a bill that will allow gays and les- 
bians to marry beginning September 1. 
Four states now have same-sex marriage 
laws and other states soon could follow 
suit. 

Bills to allow same-sex marriage are 
currently before lawmakers in New Hamp- 
shire, Maine, New York and New Jersey. 
The three other states that currently allow 
same-sex marriage - Connecticut, Massa- 
chusetts and Iowa - each moved to do so 
through courts, not legislatures. 

ISRAEL TESTS SYSTEM TO SHOOT 
DOWN IRANIAN MISSILES 

JERUSALEM - Israel successful- 
ly tested an anti-missile system designed 
to protect the country against Iranian at- 
tack, the Defense Ministry said Tuesday, 
perfecting technology developed in re- 
sponse to failures of similar systems dur- 
ing the 1991 Gulf War. 

The intercept of a dummy missile was 
the 17th test of the Arrow system, a U.S.- 
Israeli joint venture. Israeli defense offi- 
cials said the interceptor was an upgraded 
Arrow II, designed to counter Iran's Sha- 
hab ballistic missile. 

Israel has identified Iran as its biggest 
threat, citing the country's nuclear pro- 
gram and its development of long-range 
ballistic missiles. Those fears have been 
compounded by Iranian President Mah- 
moud Ahmadinejad's repeated calls for 
the destruction of the Jewish state. 

Israel believes Iran is developing nu- 
clear weapons that could pose a threat

Iran denies that and says 
its nuclear work is for peaceful purpos- 
es such as energy production. Israel has 
threatened military action, and Iran has 
said it would strike back, warning last 
month that Israel's own nuclear facilities 
were within missile range. 

FIDEL CASTRO MEETS WITH THREE 
VISITING U.S. LAWMAKERS 

HAVANA - Signaling its willingness 
to discuss improved relations with the 
Obama administration, Cuba on Tues- 
day granted three visiting members of 
the Congressional Black Caucus the first 
meeting with Fidel Castro by American 
officials since he fell ill in 2006. 

The surprise meeting came a day after 
the full delegation of six representatives 
spent more than four hours talking pri- 
vately with Cuban President Raul Castro, 
his first encounter with U.S. officials since 
formally replacing his brother as head of 
state nearly 14 months ago. 

The sessions occurred as Washing- 
ton discusses whether to warm up long 
chilly relations with Cuba. President Ba- 
rack Obama has ordered an assessment of 
U.S. policy toward the communist nation 
and some members of Congress are push- 
ing to lift a ban on Americans visiting the 
island. 

Opponents of the Castro government 
have long argued that while Cuban offi- 
cials publicly call for an end to the trade 
embargo, they strive to antagonize Wash- 
ington so it will keep the sanctions in 
place. The critics say Cuban leaders want 



to be able to blame the country's prob- 
lems - from restricted public Internet ac- 
cess to chronic food shortages - on trade 
sanctions. 

SOMALI PIRATES BACK IN ACTION, 
SEIZE 5 SHIPS 

NAIROBI, Kenya - For the first three 
months of 2009, Somalia's notorious pi- 
rates faded from the headlines as a mas- 
sive international naval force moved in, 
and many observers thought the pirates 
were running scared. 

Not so fast: The pirates have hijacked 
at least five vessels since Saturday. 

Using a new strategy, they are oper- 
ating further away from warships patrol- 
ling the Gulf of Aden. And they no longer 
have to contend with the choppy waters 
that always plague the seas off Somalia in 
the early part of the year. 

That has allowed the sea bandits to 
come back in force - seizing five vessels 
over a 72-hour period. 

The lull in successful major attacks 
was partly because the pirates found it 
harder to strike inside the Gulf of Aden, 
where warships from the United States, 
China, France, India and elsewhere have 
concentrated their efforts to protect one 
of the world's most important shipping 
routes. 

Now, analysts say the pirates have 
moved many of their operations further 
south, targeting ships as they come out of 
the Mozambique Channel.
